Macdonald states that the government failure to provide adequate 
funds for UBO, is responsible for tho high failure rate of thé Uni- 
vcrslty. The report says that lack of funds has rèsulted in large 
classes and a feeling of Impersonaûity àt UBC, .with the result that 
students are not getting the best education they could ...

• tlon. All of the funds collected 
for WUS at McGill and across 
Canada arc channeled through 
the WUS International Program 
of Action directly to universities 
and students' associations in les- 
ser developed areas of the world. 
The funds are used for the pur- 
poses of contributing towards the 
improvement of general student 
welfare 'and university facilities. 

' *I would like to assume tliat the 
writer's charge was l],ised on an 
ignorance of these facts rather 
than on an attitude of paro- 
chialism. 

The writer recommended a re^ 
allocation of Combined Charities 
funds, excluding WUS completely. 
It must be pointed out that World 
.University Service depends sole- 
ly upon student «and faculty con- 
tributions for the implementation 
of its program, whereas the mo- 
ney .received from McGill by 
the other four Worthy charities 
constitutes - only an extremely 
small percentage of their total 
resources. 

I would like to emphasize that

Students of Literature, pcurticularly writers, are apt 
to date the decline of the English language and lite^ 
rature from the establishment of the penny press. 
Diatribes in this vein issue fairly regularly from the 
pens of the purists; they have even been known to 
print, their charges in the very journals they attack, 
to assure a wide and interested readership. Insult is 
added to injury when a practicing journalist attempts 
to enter the ranks of the creative artists. 

Two such journalists are novelist William Wein- 
traub and photographer Bert Beaver. Mr. Weintraub 
has been on inspiration to the Daily since the publi- 
cation of his nowJegendary WKy Rock The Boat?, 
required reading for all stqffers."Mr. Beaver, photo- 
grapher for Weekend Magazine, has exhibited in 
Chicago and at thé Montreal Museum of Fine Arts. 



Thé Ottawa Çitiferi called his book 
"a tremenduosly funny sotire", the 
Montreal Oozett* sold it had "its 
funny moments, but they ore few". 
The Toronto Telegram described it as ' 
*lust right of salira, just left of farce", 
while th« Mentréol Star classed It 
"the Office Be/i ravenge". 

The outhor was William Welntraubi'l 
tbe book Why Rock The Boat?, pub- 
tithed a year ago, and popular read* 
ing since then, The reasoning behind 
the reviews It somewhat more com: 
plex. The only bad reviews were

The 
reality of the story does not 
lie In iti historical truth but 
in the immediacy of its char- 
acters and the situation in 
which they are involved. In 
fact, it Is only when Alcoholics 
Anonymous enters In a docu- 
mcntarj- manner, that the struct- 
ure is weakened. - • 

' Tht film Is didactic, yes; but 
except for this segment It. 
leaches by example: two peo- 
ple are set afloat on a sea of 
alcoholism '(the image is used 
Jn the film). The lifeguards 
from AA., however, teach by 
preaching, thus, approaching 
iqth' the en tanglëd . protagonists 
and. the audience directly. Ne- 
vertheless, even thia> portion 
«f the plot' is well-handled : the 
preaching Is as restrained^as it 
could be. The . difficulty Is in 
handling this story at all. 

One of the strong points of 
the picture is that A.A. is nôt 
used as a solution to the-prob- 
Jcms. True, the husband-alco- 
holic is successful in rehabil- 
itating himself but the wife- 
alcoholic has not the strength, 
and the marriage is sacrificed. 
Through the unhaclcneyed and 
unhappy ending, the lesson is 
put across relying on the ex- 
ample, rather than the sermon.

r^-Blake Edwards' direction is 
the main reason that the film 
works. For the first half of the 
picture, the steady development 
^ot alcoholism in the couple is 
treated in- a straightforward 
manner. It is their^retum to 
the bottle that is^handled to 
niasterfully, after a' .teinporary- 
period .of sobriety. Rather than 
having ' it played in . earnest as 
aitguished -degeneration, Ed- 
wards has directed it for laughs. 

There is a series of byster- 
icaliy fiinny moments but In 
the middle of each, one sud- 
denly remembers what the con- 
sequences will be, and the 
laugh is choked ,in mid-throat. 
The action flows smoothly into 
a terrifying scene in which the 
husband' deliriously destroys 
the contents of a green-house 
and . wallons in its mud, tor- 
mented with need of alcohol. 
This is ail the more effective 
for the farcical scene immed- 
iately preceding it. 

Episodes ; with -sucii .'Variety 
of emoUons- require a vast 
rangç in aclhig ability, more 
than do those of a strictly melo- 
dramatic riattiiv. The two stars 
no, actors— in the leading rôles, 
not only fulfill the require- 
ments, butrtheir versatility and 
ability to- sustain the charact- 
ers Is the one factor apart from 
the direction, that makes the 
film plausible. 

Jack Lemmon begins .by play, 
ing the typical consâentious, 
ineffectual Lemmon executive 
but his acting of varying de- 
grees of drunkenness (in one 
film) is unique to the screen. 
From the early stages in which 
he is occasionally sloppy of 
speech but obviously function- 
ing mentally, to this lowest 
stale of complete lack of con' 
troU It is always evedient that 
he is a mature person, but sick, 
not irresponsible, an extrem- 
ely, difficult accomplishment. 

Similarly, £ee Remlêk as the 
wife .Is always :credible, pro- 
gressing from . what appears to 
be a simpler/ secretary with a 
craving for,' chocolate, to a 
woman so dependent on alcohol 
that she givfs up her husband 
and daughter, although she 
deeply loves them* To appear 
natural through;Bll;this, as she 
does, is a feat^equal to Lem- 
mon's. 

The photography is, in the 
American tradition, competent 
but straightforward and func- 
tional.

With 
some Intelligent work on the 
"script and film editing, the film 
may have been great. In Its 
present form, it is nothing but 
a travelogue for fiimgoers. 

"With catarleton Heston • as 
"King" Howland'and Yvette Mi- 
mieux as his' sister, the movie 
attempts to explore the epijo* 
des of the last' of a powerful, 
wealthy family on their own 
little island in the sun. Diamond 
Head may have been a .good 
book, but Guy Green, the fjlra'3 
director, should have excluded 
some of the more unnecessary 
chapters in. order to concentrate 
on character development. ' 

Some t>f : the . varied points 
presented In this errant plot in- 
clude; a; mait's- struggle with a 
libéral^'sister, a businessman's.'

those subtle types of comedy 
that only the British leem to 
be able to produce succeufully. 
This success, I think, is brgely 
due to the fact that thi] type of 
comedy is a comedy of charac- 
ter, and the British have Wo 
of the most brilliant ironic ac- 
tors living today; Peter Sellerj. 
and Alec Gulness. Peter Sellers' 
disguises, like Alec Guiness', are 
internal disguises, shifts of cha- 
racter more than v/ig% and 
whiskers^a^jpfi^vl 
~ His ' charaeten"are never ca- 
ricatures; he iihdèrstandj rather 
than imitates. Sellers' face in 
real life Is a marvel of anony- 
mity and is particularly suited 
to the tragl-comedy dealin? with 
the littlc-manin-the-3lreet. He 
adapts easily, amoeba-likd, to 
any part he plays, but the role 
of the underdog, the man whom 
success (and almost every one 
else, too) has forgotten, is his 
forte. . • 

In Trial And Error, he plays 
the^role of a middle aged ba- 
chelor and bat'rlster who never 
-could get started after law 
school. His first "dock brief" is 
the defense of a timid, bird-like, 
henpecked civil servant (not 
unlike himself) who has finally 
despaired and removed the sour- 
ce of his irritation by. killing 
her. 

Mr. Morgenhall (Peter Sel- 
lers), the barrister^ has visjons 
of fame and glory; he will pre- 
sent such R brilliant defense ■ 
that his' reputation and success 
will be assured overnight. .Mr. 
Fowle, the defendant, (Richard 
Attenborough) however, is guil- 
ty and feels guilty: he is too 
mtck to fight for his freedom. 
But this is a make or break 



casa for Morgcnhall, and with 
Fowle's puppy-like consent .he 
sets to woric dreaming up the 
"most brilliant dcfenstf of the 
century". Unfortunately, the real 

. Judge and Jury do not react' as 
they do in Ithe lawyer's visions, 
and the bubble of self-grandeur 
I* quickly burst. But this is not 
enoygb. Irony -of ironies; Mor> 

- genliàU's efforts prove succès* 
sful by. failing. Ho has so hum- 
bled the derense that the trial is 

• washed out and the defendant 
reprieved I 

If Trial And Error has hu- 
mour in it, it also has enormous 
sadness. The bumbling barrister 
is a broken man; ha gets both 
our laughs aiid our -pity. Thé 
comic vision is so close to the 
tragic vision that they some- 
times over-lap. Trial And Er- 
ror lies somewhere in that over- 
lapping area. •

How does one begin to des- 
cribe Pdter Seeger, the man, 
let alone the artist 7 It is dif- 
ficult to say where one leaves 
off and the other begins, for 
thi) two are so closely inter- 
itwined. What docs one dis- 
cuss — Peter Seeger, singer, ra- 
conteur, banjo virtuoso, ^nilni* 
nientalist, song writer? He is 
all this and moré. 

Last Saturday night In West- 
hil.l's auditorium, Pete Seeger 
held s crowd of over eight hun- 
dred spellbound. I could not 
have been any closer to him, 
about five feet away, sitting oh 
^the stage floor. 

What is his definition of folk 
miisic ? "I leave it to those who 
are opinionated... tho impor- 
tant thing is that it is a good 
song or a true song and you 
like it". The songs that Pete 
offered were good and true, 
some old, some new, but all 
were honest and real. Th,ey 
ranged from rollicking Canadian 
lumber camp songs to blues and 
spirituals,, from love ballads to 
topical ditties — the whole 
gamut of the folk vocabulary. . 

Pate Seegcr's voice is not 
sweet, but it can be tender and 
moving in The Water It Wide, 
or lyrical and sensitive in the 
tal* of Barbara Allan.

One of the others remarks, that 
Ignorance depends upon whose 
ship you are on, who Is osptoK 
and who the captive Is. 

. The only major defeot of the 
movie Is the Improbability of the 
plot. Too many events hinge on 
things working miraculously^ 
■trafing airplanes leaving with* 
out pursuing to kill, other gad< 
gets not working when ' they 
should, equally by coincidence. 
By the time the film has at^ 
' rived at Its climax, all is well 
and Ood Is in his heaven. Every^ 
one has had his deepseated 
prejudices removed, and the 
basic goodness of men, ovea 
''men in' war" has been affirm* 
ed. Then there is a sort of antl* 
climax, strictly unnecessary 
from a dramatic viewpoint, 
stuck in to neatly -finish the 
plot. 

The viewer wishes at times 
that not all the characters were 

Slulte so noble or ready to re* 
orm so quickly in a spirit of 
brotherhood, for what might be 
lost In moral elevation would 
certainly be gained in credibil* 
ity. None the less, for the act* 
Ing alone, this film is well 
worth seeing.

The story of ^McGill Universi- 
ty's ' first modem, high-powered . 
electron microscope is a story of ' 
men,, their ideas, a mbchine and 
money. The tale, began in tlie 
middle of the nineteenth century 
and its' end is nowhere in sight. 

People started talking about 
the electron (in today's modern 
scientific sense) when the mo- 
dern theory of the atom, was 
first pieced together. The elec- 
tron was considered . nature's 
fundamental quantity of electri- 
cally negative energy, and was 
imagined te be circling the 
atom's nucleus (made of electri- 
cally positive protons and elec- 
trically neutral neutrons) in the 
same way as the planeU of our 
. solar system' move around the 
sun. * 

The field of electron optics 
opened in 1859- when Pluker dis- 
covered .streams of electrons — 
cathode rays. Ten years later, 
Hittorf noticed that cathode rays 
could be deflected by magnetic 
fields, and that symmetrical ma- 
gnetic fields could concentrate 
..cathode rays. 

Uittorf's discovery . Introduced ,

In 1959, McGill's Department^' 
of Physiology, through Professor 
F.C. Macintosh 'was granted "up 
to 13,000 pounds" for the acqui- 
sition of a "Siemens electron mi- 
croscope and ancillaries." 

Efttntially Similar. According 
to Dr. Richard I. Birlcs, the Phy- ' 
siology Department's refined ma- 
chine doesn't essentially differ 
from the models of the early 
.1950's. The cathode (the electron 
source) is a heated tungsten wire 
which is encased in the top of 
the machine. An anode, a metal 
- plate with a small hole bored . 
in its' center, lies directly be- 
neath the cathode. A huge diffe- 
rence in potential (from 40,000 
to 100,000 volts) beiween these 
electrodes accelerates the elec- 
trons down the^ microscope co- 
lumn. , . _ • 

The next step Involves the 
bending of the electron beam by 
two electromagnetic, lenses which 
shape and condense -the beam 
as well. This shaping process Is 
equivalent to the shaping of 
light rays by glass condenser 
lenses in the light microscopè^' 

The shaped beam then passes 



Olowing Screen. The greatly 

magnified electron image strilccs 
a fluoresciint screen, causing the 
screen to glow. These are the 
same electrons that go .through 
the biological section without 
striking its solid Mparts. There- 
fore, what yqu get*on the fluo- 
rescent screen is a negative ima-' 
ge because it is the open areas 
in the specinien that are -des- 
cribed on the screen. . 

Tliis negative Image is of , the 
same. type", as , the image on a 
television screen formed by elec- 
trons striking the back of the 
picture tube. For permanent re- 
'corà of the specimen,- the elec- 
tron image is played on photo- 
graphic plates. 



Photography is an- essential 
aspect of electron microscopy. 
The kinetic , energy developed by 
the electrons r is so great that 

the specimen is burnt to a frazzle 
within a few seconds of exposu- 
re to the electron beam, and is 
completely destroyed. 

The Wellcome Trust never do- 
nates a piece of equipment out- ' 
right to any particular institu- 
tion. Rather, the Trust places 
apparatus on indefinite loan. A 
research, 'group must have the 
man to operate the machine be- 
fore the Trust will consider lend- 
in^a helping hand.

cretely associate these structural 
changes with humor production..

"U this were a 
business there would be three," 
says Pennington. As Librarian he 
is solely responsible for almost 
00 staff members and 800,000 
boolcs. ~- 

Among many other tilings he 
is also in çjliargc of day to day 
administration, he selects new 
boolcs, sets up displays, lectures 
at the i^Libraiy^Schqol, . and ^ top; . 



ping it all off, he is in the midst 
of planning a new library. 

The new bulldinà< s'aliKl 
for construction In -the ar«a 
bttwaan Radpath and Shtr-' 
breokt;Stni«t«fshould bt r«a- 
- dy by thf^nd of 19&5. "By 
than," Pennington say, 
"Ihtrt will have to b« an In* 
craat* both In staff and ad> 
mlnlilralert." 

At present he and a cent- 
mlltee -are working en the 
appropriation' of 'seat*' for 
tho planned library.

"Our system Is actually more, 
advantageous for the student 
who needs a small number of 
books — a staff member who 
knows where the books arc lo- 



cated is sent down for the stu- 
dent's selection. This method is 
efficient and effective." 

Honours and graduate stu- 
dents, who need many more 
texts, are issued stack permits. 

. Tlie Princjcton Library is equip- 
cd with 500 "cards" — private 
study cubicles in the stacks. 
Pennington feels these would 
not be feasible at McGill: "First,

they cost $1,000 each, and second 
it has been found that students 
usually don't like to be scaled 
off while they study.'' 

The plans for the new building 
include a less expensive type of 
study cubicle, one partially open 
and containing windows. 

Apart from his abilities as 
a librarian, Pennington is ai* 

- so an expert on caligraphy, 
or handwriting. "I am into- 
rested/' ht says, "In raviving 
the handwriting that cducat- 

" ed men used In the past." 

As for graphology, hand- 
writing inilysts, ht Insists 
"This does not exist — If 
avaryon* ware taught to wri- 
te properly they would all 
write alike, Handwriting dif- 
' fcrenees did net oxlst In the 
past when all educated pe«- 
. pie wrote In the italic script 
of the Roman scribes." 

He feels this correct form of 
handwriting should be taught to 
all young children because it is 
beautiful and takes more time 
to write. This allows them to 
think more while writing. "It is 
being done in Europe," he points 
out 

The poor handwriting of many 
North Americans is due only to 
bad habit, Pciinington states. He 
thinks that teachers today are 
using the wrong shape of letters. 

"We •- use ■ these wrong forms 
on this continent because our 
civilization is devoted to speed," 
he 'says, adding, "We should be 
■more interested in slowing down 
our, handwriting — it would look 
niuch nicer and by the time 
yoii'vc slowed it down you've 
got about half .as,'tnucliito:8ay."

In an unassuming office at 
the back of Dawson Hall sits 
the man who supervises all 
thfrs* diverse activities and 
. It reiponsible for their ma- 
chinations. He Is Colin Mc- 
Dougall/ BJi., O.S.O., regis* 
trar of McGIII University. 
Born fn Montreal In 1917, he 
attended Lower Canada Col- 
lege and subsequently Mc- 
GIII (frorh which he received 
a BJi. In 1940. During tho 
Second World War,. Mc 
' Dougall- received. the DIstln- 



• gulshed Service Order for his 
. service in' the Italian . Cam* 
palgn. 

Following the war,. lIcDougall 
was appointed student counsellor 
at McGill in charge of the re- 
turning hordes of veterans. 
From 1947'to 1057, he served as 
the Director of . the Placement 
Service, whereby, on retiring, he 
became Registrar of McGill Uni- 
versity — the position which he 
has since held., 

"The duties of a Registrar 
vary slightly from university to 
university," says McDougali. "At 
Oxford and Cambridge,, the Reg- 
istrar has the' highest' permanent 
office available. ' On', ,the!:gther 
hgnd, the r.cgistrar 6f:a Canadian 
university. }dpes^mofe'i. that his 
American '■ counterpart. •' 

As Registrar, McDougali is also 
Secretary of the Senate which 
is the supreme academic body at 
the university. As such, he is a 
member of all those senate-spon- 
sored committees, which are pre- 
dominantly concerned with the 
enforcement of regulations. 

The Admissions Office works 
very closely in conjunction with 
the Rcgi-strar's Office; McDougali, 
who was — until last year — Di- 
rector of Admissions, Is now 
Chairman of the University Ad- 
missions Committee.

In a Canartian University Press 
interview the KCMP's top man 
outlined the force's policy toward 
university investigation and some 
of the problems and considera- 
tions in maintaining internal 
^ocurity ajjain.st communism. 

"The communists themselics 
IHiint to what they hope to 
achieve on the university cam- 
pus," I{nr%'ison said. "In one of 
their puhlicatiuns one is able to 
read that the university is 'the 
training ground for boin^'i'ni.s 
leadership,' and 'offers a iiniiiue 
opportunity for valuable Party 
work, here is the centre and source 
of the bourgeois apology for 
capitalism'." 

Underground Included 

"While there are som; who say 
this statement refers to open 
political activity, those, of us who 
know the way communists uork, 
arc satisfied it means conimunii't 
work in its entirety, and this in- 
cludes their underground move- 
ment," Han-ison said. 

In December, 1962, the Young 
Communist League of Canad.-), the 
party'.s youth arm, led by the 
son of a well-known communist, 
-published a pamphlet containing 
the following : 

' We (the League) fit in risht 
where the action is taking' i'l;re; 
in the highschools and inut-r- 
sities; in debates taking pi;uv at 
youth clubs,, the disarniiun.iit 
Kroups and the public action^ liial 
fio on."

'"The Canadian party flavishly 
follows communist theorj' and 
practice laid down in .Mo.«cow.

Commissioner Harvison com 
mented on recent criticism of the 
role of the IICMP on Caiiadian 
campuses. 

"It is the job of the IIC.MP to 
know where subversion i.s. and 
nltnck espionage wherever it is 
found. If we think it is found on 
the university campuses, we have 
to go there." he said. 

"The forco has more than 4U 
years experience in combatting 
communism. It is cnn.scious of its 
responsibilities in a country which 
prides itself on the lUiooc-ratic 
process. • 

"We fire ever conscious of a 
person's rights to express a dis-- 
senting opinion with being con- 
sidered disloyal. We are conscious 
of the rights of the radical. 

"We are also conscious of the 
dangers of- the conspirator who if 
attempting to destroy our system 
under the guise of something 
which he is not.
